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The Morgan County Purga¬ 
tion Boand met last Saturday 
to begin tihe task of purging 
the voter registration rolls 
prion to the May Primary 
election. 

Purgation Board Chairman 
John Oldfield, Jr. said the 
bdhrd will meet in weekly 
session each Saturday at the 
courthouse and hopes to have 
the task completed by May 1. 

Other members of the board 
are Forrest Lacy and Mrs. 
Alice .Hill. County Court Clerk 
Austin Hill is serving as clerk 
for the board. 

Oldfield reported that 100 
names of deceased person^ 
were purged from the voter 
rolls in Wards 1 and 2 at the 
first meeting and said that 
a preliminary survey of voter 
lists indicates that approxi¬ 
mately 1500 names probably 
will have to be removed from 
the county voter list. 

Oldfield said that a report 
released earlier this year by 
the Kentuaky Secretary of 
State’s office stating that Mor¬ 
gan has 10,511 registered voters 
(a figure iln excels of the 
county’s official population of 
10,019) was incorrect. 

He pointed out that prior 
to the 1070 November election 
the board purged 2,200 names 
from the county voter rolls, 
reducing the number of regis¬ 
tered voters to “about 8,700.” 

Tihe Secretary of State’s fi¬ 
gures are based on registra¬ 
tion figures in Morgan prior 
t othe 1970 November election, 
Oldfield said, and are the re¬ 
sult of a delay by the local 
purgation board in filling ite 
report after it completed its 
work last November. 

Oldfield said that when the 
board completes its work voter 
registration in Morgan “will 
probably total around 7,200.” 

He added <ha‘ the board 
will have correct figures avail¬ 
able at that time dn the num¬ 
ber of registered Democrats, 
the number of registered Re¬ 
publicans, and independents. 

Notices will be mailed to 
persons deemed ineligible to 
vote because of name changes 
due to marriage, changes of 
precincts, alnd to those who 
have moved out of the county, 
etc. Persons receiving these 
notices have 10 days in which 
to answer. Any question or 
complaint should be made at 
tihe office of the County Court 
Clerk within 10 datys of re¬ 
ceiving the notice. All such 
complaints will be considered 
by the purgation board dur¬ 
ing its regular sessions.

Splitting Of 
Counties Not 
Feasible, View 

Federal Judge B. T. Moyna- 
han ruled in U. S. Court at 
Lexington last month that in 
order to comply with the Su¬ 
preme Court's one-man-one-votc 
order that Kentucky’s legisla¬ 
ture may divide counties in 
order to re-apportion House and 
Senate legislative districts equ¬ 
ally according to population. 
Judge Moynahan said the Ken¬ 
tucky constitution prohibiting 
Ihc division of counties in re¬ 
districting is not to be followed 
in view of the Supreme Court 
one-man one-vote ruling. 

And last week the Kentucky 
Farm Bureau filed motion in 
U. S. court for a new trial on 
the question. 

Jack Heath, attorney for the 
Farm Bureau, said his motion 
asked Moynahan to halt the 
federal verdict temporarily and 
to hold a new trial on the ques¬ 
tion. 

Heath said one result of the 
motions would be to block the 
judgment from taking effect 
until additional arguments are 
presented. 

The lawyer said the situation 
at the moment is somewhat 
academic since no one knows 
what the general assembly will 
do after it begins meeting Feb. 
25 in special session to recarve 
house and senate districts. 


Gov. Louie B. Nunn called 
the session for that purpose. He 
has not added anything to the 
agenda yet. 

“There are a lot of people 
who just don’t like dividing 
counties,” Heath said. “(The 
Legislature is) going to have 
trouble all the way if they do.” 

He indicated the farm bureau 
believes there are options for 
I redistricting which could by- 
1 pass the need to split counties. 

As an example, he said, the 
lawmakers could decide to com¬ 
bine two or more counties, 
with several representatives 
running at large within the 
multi-house district. 

But Heath acknowledged that 
while such an eventuality 
would skirt the split counties 
prohibition of the Kentucky 
constitution, it might well vio¬ 
late another section. 

The Legislative Research 
Commission, doing the spade¬ 
work on reapportionment plans 
for a special subcommittee, has 
said there is no way to achieve 
comparative equality in the 100 
house districts without splitting 
counties—perhaps in oczns of 
cases.

The Farm Bureau is leaning 
toward the intent of the large 
based tobacco grower. Con¬ 
gressman Watts is from the 
Bluegrass district the same as 
Mr. Louis F. Ison, the Farm Bu¬ 
reau Kentucky President. 

It is not true that while the 
Mountain farmers produce more 
pounds per acre that he is pro¬ 
ducing more inferior quality 
tobacco. The opposite is the 
truth. The bidding is lively on 
the Mountain tobacco. Plants, 
as livestock, and even peopie 
do their best with loving care 
The small based crops are 
cultivated like a cabbage patch 
and are family produced. “The 
family that prays together, 
stays together”, and the fam¬ 
ily that works together does 
the same. This is a morale 
booster which no agent any 
where can duplicate or recom¬ 
pense for. The wife and child¬ 
ren can often be seen at the 
warehouse when their crop is 
offered for sale. They don't 
have in their crop long rows of 
700 pound baskets to offer but 
it is a day when they feel proud 
of their year’s work, and with 
anticipation see their crop sell 
along with the larger crops 
with large baskets in the rows, 
being sold at the same time, 
one after the other.

Local repinesentutives of the 
Bureau of the Census, U. S. 
Department of Commerce, will 
interview' a number of house¬ 
holds in this area the week 
of February 15 to obtain in¬ 
formation on employment here. 

Joseph R. Norwood, Director

Because all this is true. New York is dying, 
and other cities will die, too, says Alscp.

But 
soon the addict's demands are for a large bag, 
which costs $10. And within a year or so four 
or more large bags costing $10 each are re¬ 
quired.

Corn Seed Situation 
"Tight" 

As most farmers in Kentuc¬ 
ky already know, the supply of 
acceptable corn seed for the 
1971 spring planting is greatly 
diminished as a result of last 
year’s attack of Southern Com 
Leaf Blight. And there’s a 
good chance the disease will 
strike the state’s corn crop 
again this year. 

i At a recent combined seeds 
meeting in Lexington, seed 
technology specialists for the 
University said the seed corn 
situation is “simply going to be 
tight.” In fact, much of the 
corn seed resistant to the di¬ 
sease has already been purch¬ 
ased. The best insurance a 
farmer can have against the 
blight, which is almost certain 
to overwinter, is to plant coi n 
varieties which show resistance 
to the disease. There varieties 
are those that contain normal 
cytoplasm rather than the Tex¬ 
as male sterile cytoplasm.

Seed containing a 
blend of normal cytoplasm seed 
and Texas male sterile c.to-1 
plasm will make up about 40 j 
pe-cent of the market and that 
containing the Texas cytoplasm 
entirely will account for the 
other 40 percent of the market. 

Specialists indicate that by 
1972, we should have a 100 per ] 
cent supply of normal cyto¬ 
plasm seed corn. According to 
preliminary results of the 1070 
H y b l’i d Corn Performance 
Tests at U..K., the better pro¬ 
ducing were either 100 percent 
N (normal) or a blend of N and 
1 (Texas) cytoplasm. Complete 
reports of the trials of 64 hy¬ 
brids will be published later. 

Some farmers are asking a- 
1 bout the possibilities of plant¬ 
ing second - generation double- 
cross seed from last year’s crop. 
U.K. Specialists arc not recom¬ 
mending using this seed, and 
explained that farmers would 
have to expect a yield reduc¬ 
tion of 15 to 35 percent in the 
crop, even if the corn planted 
ir. derived from a normal cyto¬ 
plasm variety resistant to the 
blight.

This is particularly true 
since women are more success¬ 
ful than men in hidding their 
I illness behind the doors of their 
homes, he added. 

Armstrong quoted some char- 
J acteristies of alcoholism prob¬ 
lems pe-icolar to women as cit¬ 
ed by Dr. Vernelle Fox, former 
medical director of the Geor¬ 
gian Clinic in Atlantic and a 
recognized authority on the 
treatment of alcoholism: 

i^The female usually remains 
J at home and is protected as a 
! wife and mother. 

i^The wife is more likely to 
seek help for her husband than 
| he is for her. 


»^“A family with a handi-! 
capped child may constitute a 
stress situation for the mother. 

t^“The wife who finds the 
pressures of entertaining, coup¬ 
led with her husband’s full 
outside schedule, too much.” 

Add economic dificultics to 
any of the above and the sit¬ 
uation becomes unduly com¬ 
plicated, Armstrong added. 

“The ablity of a woman with 
a drinking problem to delude 
herself is astonishing. She needs 
a drink because she is tense, 
j she needs another to perk her 
' up; she drinks because her 
husband is away and she drinks 
to celebrate his return home. 


| ren earlier than an alcoholic 
father, and is less likely to win 
it back. Husbands are more apt 
to divorce an alcoholic male 
than a woman is. 

Alcoholism among females 
! has too often been called “the 
housewife’s secret sickness.” 

; The time has come for female 
J alcoholism to be brought into 
! the open so it can be treated 
j successfully, Armstrong stress¬ 
ed. 


“Women alcoholics may not 
always fool others, but they nl- 


s^Drinking to excess carries 
a bigger stigma for a female 
than for a male. 

i^A vast majority of female J 
wdh alcoholic problems are 
afraid to get out of the house j 
for fear of being seen and 
found out. 

“There are many paths a wo¬ 
man may follow into alcohol¬ 
ism.” Armstrong noted. ‘‘Stress 
is a big contributor in both 
sexes, but in females it takes 
a different form: 

t^”The young wife and mo¬ 
ther who can’t cope with the 
pressures of children and house¬ 
keeping. 

“The middle-aged, depress¬ 
ed woman who feels useless 
because her children are grown 
and her husband is ‘married 
to his business. 

*^“The wife who has become 
very dependent on her husbanii 
and finds herself having to 
face life without him, for anj 
of a number of reasons. 


I most always deceive themsel- 
| \es — this self-decption is the 

1 most dangerous of all, for it 
| keeps them from seeking and 
! accepting treatment.” 

“Husbands often deny their 
: wives’ alcoholism,” Armstrong 
added. “False pride prevents 
I many a man from helping his 
wife face her problem, the first 
in many successful treatments 
, of alcoholism.” 

As a wife and mother, a wo¬ 
man alcoholic’s erratic behav- 
j ior, swinging from one emotion¬ 
al extreme to another, has a 
devastating effect on her fam¬ 
ily, Armstrong said.

An estm-ated $40,760,000 was 
being paid to social security 
beneficiaries in Kentucky at 
the end of 1970. 

The number of men, women 
and children, on the social 
security benefit rolls nationally 
rose to 26 million in 1970. 
While the majority are older 
people, about one out of every 
four is under 60 years of age 
Some 476,300 residents of 
Kentucky were receiving bene¬ 
fits at the close of i970, Thomp¬ 
son said. 

He noted that nationally 2.7 
million people under 6 a — dis¬ 
abled workers and their fam¬ 
ilies — received checks amount¬ 
ing to $242 millon a month 

About 6-5 milliota. widows, 
children and aged dependent 
parents of workers who died 
received $597 million a month 
ajt the close of the year. This 
was in addition to the 17-i 
million retired workers and 
dependents who were paid 
$1.8 billion a month. In Ken¬ 
tucky, an estimated 72,400 peo¬ 
ple under 65 — disabled work¬ 
ers and their families — were 
receiving about $5,508,000 a 
month at the end of 1970. 
About 116,300 widows, child¬ 
ren and aged dependent par¬ 
ents of workers who had died 
were getting about $9,757,000 
a month. Some 287.700 retired 
workers and dependents were 
receiving benefits at tlhe ra.e 
of about $25,495,000 a month 
Since the first monthly checks 
were paid to 22,000 people in 
January 1940, Thompson said, 
social security has grown not 
only in tlhe number of people 
drawing benefits, but in terms 
of protection provided to fapi- 
ilies. 

Today, 95 out of 100 mothers 
and children would receive 
monthly checks in case of 
the death of the family 
breadwinner, he said. 

Four out of five men and 
women between 21 and 65 can 
count on monthly benefits 
under social security if the 
breadwinner has a disability 
that keeps him out of work 
for a year or more. And 93 
percent of the people who 
reached 65 in 1970 are receiv¬ 
ing checks or could receive 
payments if they stopped 
working, he added. 

Practically everyone 65 ani 
over, working or not, has hos¬ 
pital insurance under Medi¬ 
care, and 95 percent of them 
have also enrolled for volun¬ 
tary medical insurance that 
helps pay their doctor bills and 
other medical expenses, 
Thompson said. 

Thompson again reminded 
all area residents that it is not 
necessa ry to travel to Ash¬ 
land or wait at a crowded 
contact station to conduct 
their social security business. 
“File your claim in the com¬ 
fort and privacy of ycur own 
home”, he recommended, — 
“by telephone”. The Ashland 
number is 325-7666.
